Here in this yard the stock is 
sawed into pieces (ib 4 inches long.” 
And tin* small b oy pointed to the in­ 
closure in which a dozen or more circu­ 
lar saws were b uzzing and hum m ing as 
they quickly divided the logs into the 
required lengths. 
All pieces not clear and 
straight 
grained were thrown aside, and the re­ 
mainder was b eing packed into b arrels 
so made that wide crevices appeared b e­ 
tween the staves. 
“ Yes, tha t’s all right,” the small b oy 
said, answering the inquisitive m an ’s 
look of inquiry.

terial and winding it on huge spools. 
“ They’re getting it ready for the b ig 
m achine,” the guide said as he chewed 
a fragment of the wooden rib b on. “ Ev­ 
ery one of the spools holds ab out 19 0 
feet of the veneer, and the rest of the 
work is done so quickly that you won’t

1 b e “ b ig m achine” was so intricate
